In the old cottage gardens and on the farms, the summer 
visits of the Daylilies were comparatively brief. The old 
folks and the young wives and the children cultivated and 
watered and weeded the gardens about the plants, and 
watched anxiously for buds and opening blooms, but the 
cherished beauties came and tarried but a little while, and 
then were gone for another year. Now, however, our 
splendid collections of many modern varieties of these old 
favorites afford us a succession of lavish and lovely displays. 
For example, the exquisite and expansive ‘‘Hyperion”’ 
finest of all modern Daylilies, in lemon yellow, and ex- 
quisitely fragrant, remains with us through July and August; while 
the very fine fragrant variety ‘“Dr. Regel” arrives in May and stays 
till the middle of June. The orange and mahogany “Mikado,” flames 
through June and July, and then sometimes astonishes you by con- 
tinuing through August, September, and even part of October.
